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REMARKS 

Claims 11-18 and 21 are pending in the application. By this paper, claim 1 1 has been 
amended and new claim 21 has been added. Reconsideration and allowance of the application in 
light of the arguments and amendments herein are respectfully requested. 

On September 8, 2005, a Communication was mailed from the Office asserting that 
applicant's reply filed June 20, 2005 is not fully responsive to the Office Action dated March 30, 
2005. According to the Communication, the amended claims presented in the amendment are 
directed to non-elected invention of group IV identified in the previous requirement for 
restriction dated January 24, 2005. 

Accordingly, independent claim 1 1 has been amended to correct the noted deficiency. As 
amended, claim 1 1 is limited to "an adhesive system." The restriction requirement dated January 
24, 2005 identified the invention of claims 1 1-18 as Group III, "drawn to an adhesive system, 
classified in class 428, subclass 40.1." By this paper, reference to a "housing" and a "tire 
pressure sensing circuit" or other structural features of a tire pressure sensor have been 
eliminated so that claim 1 1 is no longer are in any way directed to the non-elected invention, 
Group IV, "drawn to a tire sensor, classified in class 152, subclass 152.1." 

Further, new claim 21 has been added to claim additional disclosed but unclaimed subject 
matter. Claim 21 also recites "an adhesive system." Support for the amendments herein is found 
throughout the application and in particular at FIG. 3 A and 3B and paragraphs [0016] - [0020] 
of the application. No new matter is added by these amendments. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection of claims 11-18 and allowance of these claims 
and claim 20 are respectfully requested. 
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With this response, the appHcation is believed to be in condition for allowance. Should
